“TELLS OF CUBAN CAMPAIGN. 


New York, Nov. 22.—[Special.]—Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt today testified before 
the commission which President McKinley 
appointed to investigate the mismanage- 
ment and abuses of the recent war. The 
commission is sitting at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. 

The Governor-elect was on the witness 
stand for an hour and forty minutes. He 
forced himself to depart from his usual 
{mpuisive style of speech and to be calm 
and dispassionate. He seemed to weigh 
every ford he uttered, and only indulged in 
his customary,. rapid, energetic manner of 
talking when he became enthusiastic in 
telling of the movements of his own and 
other regiments on Cuban battlefields. 

‘It was in the course of his recital of the 
entire story of the campaign, as he had 
viewed and participated in it, that the 
Colonel revealed something of the misman- 
agement that had characterized the handling 
of troops and supplies and the suffering 
that resulted. 

The commissioners at certain points of the 
examination stated they would take Colonel 
Roosevelt's report to the Secretary of War 
in lieu of oral testimony. This is the report 
which Secretary of War Alger has not yet 
made public. 

In concluding his testimony the Colonel 
gave it as his belief that the needed reforms 
could never be accomplished by sitting down 
and planting them on paper. He said that 
the only practical thing was to adopt the 
plan of European governments, mobolize an 
army eath year, and maneuver it in time 
of peace. Many other suggestions were of- 
fered. « 

Colonel Roosevelt Testifies.

“There were no cooking arms on the Yu- 
catan, but we made arrangements by which 
the men could cook their coffee at the galley. 
There were no arrangements for ice for the 
men. That was hard for them in the tropic 
heat. I think there should have been some 
arrangements by which we could have given 
them fresh vegetables now and then, some 
arrangements for cooking, and some ar- 
rangements for ice.”’ 3 

The Colonel told of the journey to Cuba 
It took seven 
days to make the journey and they lay off 
the Cuban coast five days. ‘The delay off the 
coast, he said, was due to lack of facilities 
for disembarking. : 

“There should have been far more boats 
than there were. There was a great lack of 
assistance for disembarking,” he said. 

The Colonel went on then to describe in 
great detail the movement of the Rough 
Riders and the rest of the cavalry division 
on toward Santiago. The marches, he said, 
were hard because the clothing of the men 


' was not suited to the climate. ; 
“We didn’t have any transportation at 


all,” he declared. ‘‘ You know it was said 
that we ought to have boiled our water. We 
had nothing to boilitin.” 

you try to get transportation?” 

** Yes, tried hard, but we could get noth- 
ing. The water supply in that camp was 
from the stream alongside of it—a good 
stream, when we could keep the men from 
bathing in it.’’ 

With reference to the first fight in which 
the Rough Riders were engaged, Colonel 
Roosevelt said: 


“When the Spaniards began firing I did 


not know what was up. It was my first ex- 
perience. They were using smokeless pow- 
der, and I could not see where they were. 
“When I located the Spaniards with my 
glasses I did) not know what to do, but I 
knew it was a good rule if in doubt to go 
ahead, and so went ahead.” ) 


Beans Only for Officers. 

Speaking of the five days’ camp life after 
the first fight the Colonel said: 

“We had the reguiar rations of salt pork, 
hard tack, coffee, and sugar; we had in that 
camp enough of these four items, but we 
had nothing else, and the heat and expos- 
ure began to tell on the men. I wanted to 
get them some beans and tomatoes. I want- 
ed to purchase beans of the Quartermaster, 
but he would not sell me any beans unless [ 
would say that they were only for the use of 
the officers. I bought as large a quantity of 
beans as my elastic conscience would al- 
low me to say could be used by the officers, 
and I think that the officers didn't get many 
of them. 

** Then I bought some from another source, 
and those beans and tomatoes were a great 


thing for the men. I don’t think they would | 


have wanted those things so badly if it had 
not been a tropical climate or from the fact 
that their cléthing was not suitable. 

The hats wereexcellent. The shoes were 
good. The flannel shirts were as good as 
anything I have ever seen except that they 


“were such as I would use in Montana in the 


fall. Tne underclothing was of canton flan- 
nel and was not good. The trousers tore 
easily. The leggings were not good. The 
clothing was too hot for the men. It was 
inferior to the Spanish clothing.”’ 
Your ratioris had lasted you?” ~ 

A.—‘ Insufficiently.. The food we captured 
from the Spaniards was about all that we 
got for the first day. For several days we 
did not get what I considered a sufficiency 
enough 
bacon and hard tack. We had about half 
rations of sugar and coffee. If the climate 
had been good and the men perfectly healthy 
that would have been a trifling thing, but 
the men had begun to sicken. Digging 
trenches in that soil and then sleeping in 
them was bound to bring out the malaria. 

‘‘When they began to sicken it became 
hard upon the si¢k and half sick to have 
nothing but pork and! hard tack and half 
rations of coffee and sugar.” — 


Chicago Troops Poorly Fed. 

Replying to questions, Colonel Roosevelt 
sald other regiments at the front suffered 
from lack of supplies. One man of the First 
Illinois Kegiment visited the Rough Riders’ 
camp and offered $7 for seven hardtacks. 
Two hundred men of the regiment came to 
the Rough Riders’ camp and ate the broken 
hardtack. 

Q.—‘* Was _there not plenty of supplies 
back at Siboney?’’ 

A.—** Yes, plenty.”’ 

Q.—"‘ Why did you not get them?” 

A.—‘‘ I think it must have been for lack of 
transportation. I had a sort of amateur 
transportation train of my own that wasa 
queer sort of an affair. It consisted of such 
of the officers’ horses as were left, some cap- 
tured horses of the Spanish officers, and 
some mules that had been wounded and that 
my cow punchers had doctored up. With 
these we used to go out and forage for our- 
selves. Our Chaplain wasarustler for food. 
If there was any food around he could get 
it. We got from the Red Cross and pur- 
chased with our own money supplies that 
we could not get from the government. 

“The orders of General Miles said that 
we should have twenty-five wagons. We 
had but one wagon asa rule, and sometimes 
we didn’t have any. If we had been given 
some transportation for ourselves, or if we 
could even have had the mule train which 
we left at Tampa, we could have had that 
whole cavalry division properly supplied. 
We never had, so far as I know, more than 
one day’s rations for the army at the front. 

How about the medical supplies?’ 


Report Will Tell. 

A.—‘' They were entirely insufficient. On 
that point, however, I would suggest to you 
that the Secretary of War hasa report which 
covers that ground fully, and which will be 
much more accurate than my memory would 
be now. 

“I wish you had before you the report 
I wrote about Sept. 15, in response to a 


letter from the Secretary of War,’’ said 


Colonel Roosevelt, and General Dodge re- 
plied that they would have that report. 

“ I took that report and read it over before 
all the officers who had been with me, and 
got supplementary reports from them on the 
matter of the medical supplies, hospital 
treatment, etc.,”’ the Colonel continued. “I 
think you will find that an interesting report 
and wish you would get it. It isnot only my 
statement but a statement in which all the 
officers agree. 

“We had our dog tents tosleep under, and 
we got a couple of big toplings for our regi- 
mental hospitals, but those we got by rus- 
tling for ourselves and not through the gov- 
ernment. Through no fault of the doctors 


- the condition of the wounded in the rear dur- 


ing and immediately after the fight was ap- 
palling. 

*“*I went down there three days after the 
fight was over to.try and look for some of 
my meh. I saw terrible sights. I didn’t. 
blame the doctors in the least. I saw them 
working at operating tables when they had 
to jerk their heads to keep‘ themselves 
There were not enough doctors 
there and not enough supplies. 

“I saw some of my own men right after 
they were operated upon, having legs or 
arms amputated or something of that sort, 
taken right out in the jungle and left in the 
grass

United States to Have No Favors

PEACE TREATY PROSPECTS. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[Spectal.]— 
President McKinley's tariff policy for the 
Philippines was clearly outlined in the ult!- 
matum presented to the Spanish Peace Com- 
missioners at Paris, and the result has been 
intense interest here as to the meaning and 
operation of the ‘‘ open door’”’ theory for 
the Philippines. 

Members of the Cabinet say that this 

‘* open door "’ policy is nothing more nor less 
than the creation of a complete tariff for 
rand against the Philippine Islands, as al- 
ready outlined in Tug TrispuNneE. There is, 
however, a distinct reason, or rather two of 
them, for the unexpected incorporation of 
this ‘‘open door” policy in the treaty it- 
self. The proposition as submitted to Spain 
is, in brief, that thé United States will gov- 
ern the Philippine Islands, but do it in such 
@ way as to put all the nations of the earth 
on an equality so far as general competition 
is concerned. 

A tariff. will be created'for the Philippine 
Islands which will operate against the 
United States exactly the same as against 
all other nations, at least for the period of 
a year. The ordinary tariff laws of the 
United States will be applied to importations 
from the Philippines exactly as if the is- 
lands were a foreign country. In this way 
all European countries will stand on a par 
with the United States in the Philippines 
so far as customs duties are concerned. 
The exports of the island will, of course, 
‘seek the most profitable market, independ- 
ent of any question of political aJlegiance. 


Islands to Be Self-Supporting. 

The. United States will, hawever, as a mat- 
ter of course, collect and disburse the rev- 
enues derived from duties on exports sent 
by its own citizens as well as by those of 
other nations. This is, in short, to produce 
an independent revenue for the Philippine 
group, so that the islands may become at 
once seif-supporting and not a burden on 


and the offer of $20,000,000 to Spain as in- 
demnity for local improvements in the is- 
land are part of the same general plan—it 
being figured out that the customs duties in 
advance of the ordinary expenses of gov- 
ernment will, within a skort time, pay this 
unusual indemnity. This “open door” 
proposition is expected by the administra- 
tion to satisfy the demands of the beet sugar 
and sugar cane growers of the United States 
as well as the owners of the tobacco plan- 
tations for protection against the cheap 
labor of the Philippines, at least for a term 
of years until American methods and wages 
shall become common in the islands. At the 
same time the operation of a tariff against 
the United States as well as all other na- 
tions will, it is believed, deprive Spain of all 
hope of European intervention, for the Euro- 
pean nations know that under Spanish con- 
trol they would always be -discriminated 
against; while, under the proposed “ open 
door,’’ they could trade with the islands on 
an absolute equality with this country. 


Effect of Administration’s Plan. 

There is another important idea in putting 
the ‘‘open door’’ policy into the treaty of 
peace. When that treaty is ratified by the 
Senate it has all the effect of statute law, 
and hence the theory of an individual tariff 
for the Philippines would at once be estab- 
lished without the necessity of legislation 
by the House. In this way the Senate alone 
will be able to fix the tariff policy of the 
colonies, leaving the details only to be de- 
cided upon by subsequent legislation; and | 
during the period provided for by the treaty 
the application of the protective policy 
against the colonies of the United States can 
be modified only by a repeal of the treaty of 
peace with Spain, which, by its terms, be- 
comes a treaty also with ali other nations. 

It is generally admitted here that the 
** open door "’ policy and the $20,000,000 bonus 
will be the two things about which opposi- 
tion to the treaty is certain to center. Sec- 
tion VIII. of the first article of the consti- 
tution provides that ‘ All duties. imports, 
and excises shall be uniform throughout the 
United States,”’ but it is believed that this 
constitutional directions refers to legislation 
by Congress purely of a domestic character, 
and would not interfere with the vested 
rights of other nations acquired by treaty.

DOUBT AS TO SPAIN’S COURSE. 


Paris Opinion That the Conquered Dons 
Will Not Yield with Good 
Grace. 


Paris, Nov. 22.—There is still doubt as to 
the course Spain will take at tomorrow's 
session of the Peace commission. There is 
a difference of opinion among unofticial peo- 
ple near the commissions, but the predic- 
tion is made that Spain will decline the 
American offer of money, that she will refuse 
to cede the Philippines, and will in effect 
say to the United States: 

‘““You may take the archipelago because 
you have the power to do so. As you ad- 
vance we will retire, protesting against 
greedy aggression. We will faithfully carry 


and Porto Rico in your hands. You came 
here to engage in a discussion under the 
terms of the protocol, but you evidently 
meant when drawing up that document to 
provide a conference in which, though we 
differ, man to man, you proposed to an- 
nounce at the proper time what you will do 
whether we agree to it or object. Such an 
attitude robs the conference of a negotia- 
tive character and sets up the United States 
as a dominant power whose first purpose is 
to listen but whose ultimate determination 
is to do its own will.’’

Judge Gibbons Decides That the Per- 
mit Issued May Not Be Revoked 
Without Legal Cause—Police, How- 
ever, [lay Stop Disorderly Conduct. 


Judge Gibbons last night issued an injunc- 
tion restraining the Mayor, the Chief of 
Police, or any of their agents from inter- 
fering with the French ball which is an- 
nounced to be given at the First Regiment 
Armory tonight. 

Attorney E. R. Bliss, for the complainants, 
asked that the injunction be granted on the 
ground that the city authorities had no right, 
under the law, arbitrarily to revoke the 
license regularly issued by the proper au- 
thorities, and under which contracts had 
been entered into by the licensee. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Hill, in re-_ 
ply, contended the permit issued was not a 
license under the ordinance, it having been 
issued without the Mayor’s knowledge. 
Chief Kipley testified that the carnival was 
to be conducted by New York people, that 
the greater number of its patrons would be 
from the disreputable element of the city, 
and that the affair undoubtedly would bea 
disgrace to the city. 

In announcing his decision Judge Gibbons 
said: ‘‘ Of course, the police will have power 
to enter this hall while the ball is in progress, 
and there arrest any one who may be violat- 
ing the ordinances.”’

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 22.—Late this after- 


non Gerritt H. Ten Broek, a prominent at- 
torney of this city, filed suit in the Circuit 
Court against John W. Gates of Chicago 
and Elbert H. Gary for $1,875,000 damages. 

Attorney Ten Broeck also represents his 
associates, D. R. Wolfe, George Cook, B. 8. 
Cook, J. G. Ladd, and T. F. Parks of St. 
‘Louls. In the petition it is set forth that 


‘all the parties named had organiged a com- 


pany to buy manufactories of wire rod, 
barb wire, and wire nails, and deposit the 
profits of their operation with J. P. Morgan 
& Co. of New York, who would divide the 
profits equally between the plaintiffs and 
defendants. 

The petition states that when this organ- 
ization was about completed the defendants 
formed a company of their own and carried 
out the original scheme, shutting out the 
plaintiffs, who now sue for alleged damages. 


{The suit begun in St. Louis by Gerritt H. Ten 
Broek is the result of the formation of the Amer- 
ican Steel and Wire company, which has offices 
in the Rookery, Chicago. A syndicate headed by J. 
P. Morgen & Co. planned a combination of other 
wire mills with the old Consolidated company, but 
the scheme did not prove a success. In its place 
John W. Gates and others successfully launched 
the American Steel and Wire company, made up 
of the Consolidated and other companies. Colonel 
John Lambert is President of the new concern. 
It makes barbed and other wire fencing, wire 
nails, and like products. John W. Gates and E. 
H. Gary are not in Chicago at present. ].

I did 
not want to win a fight on a foul, andit was 
my misfortune that McVey jumped in the 
ring to call the referee's attention to Shar- 
key's foul fighting. 

He did fight foul—he hit me low, very low, 
once in the second round and again in the 
seventh.

In one place he estimated that a passenger 
car loaded to its full capacity would carry 
sixty passengers a trip and earn between 
Chicago and Cedar Raplds, Ia., $87,000 a 
year, while a mail car, loadei to its full 
capacity, would carry only 11,500 pounds of 
mail matter and would earn $62,000 a year. 
Chairman Loud declared no car ever car- 
ried an average of more than twenty pas- 
sengers on this route, and Mr. Collins retcrt- 
ed that neither did the mail cars go loaded 
to more than half of their capacity. Other 
comparisons were made between the earn- 
ings of a mail car and what a freight car 
loaded with 60,000 pounds of first-class 
freight would earn in a year. Mr. Collins 
was asked if it was possible to get 60.000 
pounds of such matter in a car, and he ad- 
mitted it was not. 


Senator Chandler then read this in Mr. Col-_ 


-Jins’ statement: 


An empty thirty-three-foot box car (60,000 
pounds capacity) weighs 30,000 pounds. An empty 
railway postottice car weighs from 65,000 to 75,- 
ou pounds, a difference of 40,000 pounds, or twenty 
tons—nearly four times as mucn as the maximum 
weight of mail carried in a mail car.

Mr. Collins’ Statements Dissected. 


Chairman Wolccétt was detained at the 


Auditorium Annex during the afternoon and 
Representative FE. F. Loud. of California, 
chairman of the House Postal committee, 
presided in his stead. Under Mr. Loud’s 
guldance the commissioners took turns in 
dissecting General Manager Collins’ state- 
ments. They appeared to enjoy the task. 

Mr. Loud directed attention to the fast 
mail between Chicago and Minneapolis, 
which runs 806,600 miles a year. The de- 
partment allows no éxtra compensation for 
this train, which leaves Chicago a@ 8 a. m. 
and reaches St. Paulatip.m. A passenger 
car is attached at Milwaukee and another at 
Ila Crosse. There are two mail cars and one 
express car and the United States Express 
company pays only $80,000'a year for the 
service. The report of Mr. Collins made no 
mention of the payment of $30,000 ky the 
express company and assessed the whole 
cost—estimated at $306,600—against the rail- 
road company as a practical gift to the Pos- 
tal department. 

Mr. Loud said the space occupied by the 
mails on St. Paul trains is equivalent; with- 
out reckoning pouch mail, to no more than 
sixty-five fifty-foot cars and calculated that 
if $720,000 a year is adequate pay for fifty-one 
express cars, $1,208,000 a year was ample for 
sixty-five mail cars. Mr. Collins admitted 
mail business was about as profitable as ex- 
press and declared there was little or no set 
profit in any part of the passenger depart- 
merit. 

St. Paul Table Examined. 

Some time was spent in examination ofa 
tabie printed in the St. Paul statement, in 
which mail and express caicu’ations appear 
curiously combined. The design evidently 
was to show that the maii service is less 
profitable to the railroad than express busi- 
ness. Messenger service is put down at 
$33,000 a year, the expense of unloading 
mails at $10,600. other expenses making a 
total of $54,600, though the messenger sery- 
ice is declared to be worth $108,000 a year to 
the government. Without mentioning the

“Chairman Wolcott placed John A, Mont- 
gomery, Superintendent of Malis of the Chi- 
cago Postoffice, on the stand to show that 
the government estimate as to the tonnage 
of railway mail is much too small. 

Mr. Montgomery said that in 1890 a count 
of mail matter at many larger offices was 
ordered and an estimate of the total ton- 
nage of the country was made. It was 
fixed at 365,368,000 pounds. By considering 
the growth ih postal receipts, this tonnage 
is now estimated at 582,000,000 pounds. He 
said he had found the government estimates 
grossly inaccurate. He‘ guessed "’ the total 
railway mails were four or five times as 
large as the government estimates. He said 
the income of the Chicago office is one-six- 
teenth of the entire postal receipts, but the 
disproportionate weight of second, third, 
and fourth class matter originating here, 
compared to all smaller cities, vitiates any 
calculation.

and working as bravely as the soldiers in 
the trenches, but the treatment at the hos- 
pitals was so hard upon the men that as 
soon as possible men sent back to the hos- 
pital came back to the front. I could not get 
my wounded and sick men to-go to the rear 
unless they had to be taken there. General 
Wood told me not to send any eick or wound- 
ed men to the rear if they could possibly be 
attended to at the front, because there were 
no facilities for taking care of them at the 
rear. 
“The wounded behaved in the most un- 
complaining way. I cannot sufficiently em- 
phasize how brave they were. The bulk of 
them—00 per cent of them—were soldiers in 
the regular army.’”’ 
The Colonel said that the experience co 
ing up on the transports was much better 


than on the transports going down. He 


said: | 
‘“‘There was no ice for the men and the 
drinking water was bad. Still, we got along 
home and we were glad to get back. We 
reached Camp Wikoff on Aug. 15 ard were 
put ashore the fext morning.

Q.—*‘ Do you know whether a positive or- 
der was given at Tampa that no ambulances 
should be taken along?’ 

A.—“ I know nothing about¥t, but I think 
it would have been better if‘we had had 
fewer troops and better transportation.” 

Q.—*‘ I judge then that the shortcomings 
you have cited and the unnecessary priva- 
tions you have told us about were due to the 
inexperience of officers and men rather than 
to the wanton neglect or carelessness of any- 
body?’’ ‘ 

A.—‘‘I would not charge anybody with 
wanton neglect. I think they were mainly 
due to the system which procured the in- 
experienced officers. It seems to me there 
could be great improvements,” 

Q.—‘‘ Have yoy anything you can suggest 
to us for the future?’ ; 

A.—"I belfeve all the difficulties we met 
with would be obviated in the future if the 
National Guard: were trained as are tht af- 
mies of forelgn countries. Give them long 
marches. Let them mass at San Antonie 
and move to Galveston or some other place. 
March them to a port-and embark them. 
No matter if it does cost- money, let them 
be trained. Each year let the army in peace 
be put through the experience it must meet 
in time of war.”’ 

Several other witnesses were examined 
prior to Colonel Roosevelt's appearance. 
Their testimony in some cases revealed 
camp abuses, although nothing especially 
new or startling developed.

Tyroler was arrested and committed to the 
custody of the warden of the city prison 
of New York on the plea of not guilty on a 
charge of a violation of the provisions of the 
anti-scalping law. He was charged with re- 
ceiving $6.30 in consideration of a passage 
on a ferryboat, train, and vessel from New 
York to Norfolk, Va., he not being an au- 
thorized agent of the railroad or boat com- 
panies. 

The question to be determined was whether 
the statute under which Tyroler was cor- 
victed conformed to the constitution of the 
United States and that of the State of New 
York. 

The Court of Appeals declared the anti- 
scalping law unconstitutional, and ordered 
Tyroler’s discharge. 

The anti-ticket scalping law was passed in 
1897 after a hard fight, the ticket scalpers 
contesting its passage by the Legislature at 
every step. 

When the bill became a law the ticket 
scalpers were compelled to go out of busi- 
ness, which, under today’s decision of tho

| RAISING AN OPERA FUND. 


SEASON NEXT YEAR. 


Twelve Wealthy Cliicago Men Agree 
te Take Boxes for Four Weeks in 
18990—Question Whether Mr. Grau 
Will Return Is an Open One—Mana- 
ger Reports Business Fairly Satis- 
factory — Advantageous Condition 
in New York. 


The question of the return of Mr. Grau’s 
forces to Chicago next season is an open 
one. The manager of the company admits 
that the season here has been more or less 
satisfactory, but, although no figures are 
given out, it may be taken for granted that 
the three weeks’ performances will hardly 
do more than pay the expenses. It is early 
of course to make arrangements for next 
season, but Mr. Grau distinctly intimates 
that his stockholders will not consider a 
return to Chicago for a moment under such 
circumstances as prevailed this year, and 
as business-men they can hardly be blamed 
for their attitude. 

In New York they have a subsidy, which 
more than pays for the rent of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera-House. For instance, the subsidy 
this year for sixty-eight performances will 
amount to $68,000, leaving a surplus of $16,- 
000 after the whole rent of the house is paid 
for. In addition to this Mr. Grau has al- 
ready more than $300,000 subscribed for the 
season, so that, with the higher prices, the 
venture may be made profitable to the stock- 
holders. It requires no deep argument to 
show that the company would be foolish to 
run away from these conditions to face pos- 
sible adversity in Chicago, and it is absolute- 
ly certain that unless steps are taken to se- 
cure good houses at the Auditorium the Grau 
company will not return. 

Yesterday there was a move among some 
of the wealthier men of Chicago to arrange 
for the sale of boxes for next year's season, 
and without much difficulty twelve names 
were put on the list to take boxes at $500 
each for a season of four weeks with five 
performances a week, the. season to begin 
on Nov. 14. If twenty-five names were se- 
cured Mr. Grau would probably be willing to 
tempt fortune again, provided his stock- 
holders were agreeable. He himself has an- 
other scheme to provide cheaper opera with 
fewer stars for a shorter season, which 
would not carry so much glory with it, but 
might be made profitable. If twenty-five 
boxes were actually sold the four weeks’ 
season it can hardly be doubted that the 
enterprise would be successful, because there 
is nothing which takes away from the size 
of the audience on the floor as the emptiness 
of the boxes in the two tiers. : 

The season this year has so far increased 
slightly in prosperity toward the close, but, 
as has already been intimated, if the man- 
agement comes out of the struggle with any 
profit at all it will only be by a narrow mar- 
gin.

There is at least nothing preten- 
tious about ‘* Martha,’’ and its sylvan at- 
mosphere might be made charming if only 
the chorus were a trifle more huntsman-like. 
The fact is that the Auditorium is rather too 
large a place for light opera, and the chorus 
and general accouterments are quite out of 
tune in that kind of performance.

CANNON TALKS 
OF ARMY FUNDS. 
Says One Hundred Thousand 


Soldiers Are Necessary for 
Garrison. 


WILL COST ONE BILLION. 


Thinks Cuba and Other Islands 
Destined to Be Absorbed 
in Time 


CANAL WILL BE BUILT. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[Special.]— 
“We will begin work on the deficiency ap- 
propriations tomorrow morning and have 
the measure ready to report to Congress 
soon after it meets,’’ said Representative 
Cannon, who arrived here tonight. : 

“The last session of Congress made ap- 
propriations for-six months for an army of 
250,000 and it will be necessary to begin at 
once to provide more money for the main- 
tenance of that army. 

** We will legislate on the basis of a regu- 


lar army, which will be necessary for the 


future to maintain a garrison in the terri- 
tory which has been acquired by us. We 
cannot expect the volunteers to remain in 
the service for garrison duty and we will 
have to provide a regular army for at least 
100,000 men. 

**The appropriations for the coming ses- 
sion will approximate $500,000,000, and as 
those for the last session were about $800.,- 
000,000 the total appropriations for the ses- 
sion will easily exceed a billion dollars. 

* The Nicaraguan Canal will be built and 
it will be dominated by this government, but 
as the negotiations appear to be slightly 
mixed, I do not propose to discuss the 
merits of each of the syndicates, and um 
not prepared to say what 
but recent events have demonstrated that 
the construction of such a waterway will 
be begun in the near future. 

** The people of my section, both Republic- 
ans and Democrats, are with the President 
on his policy of expansion. 

** When we started out we had no intention 
of taking the possessions of Spain, but as 
they were in the way there was nothing left 
to do but to seize them. 

“We will have more work than can be 
done at this session of Congress, but I do 
not believe there will be an extra session. 
Porto Rico and Cuba will remain undenmili- 
tary control for at least a year, until we 
can find out what kind of a government is 
required and determine if the people of those 
islands are capable of governing themselves. 
Notwithstanding the declarations of Con- 
gress at the beginning of the war Cuba is 
sure to become a part and parcel of this 
government some day. We are morally 
regponsible for the Cubans and we will have 
to wait before we can determine if they are 
capable of self-government. I do not be- 


_ lieve they are and the island will in a short 


time be dominated by Americans and con- 
trolled by the United States. 

‘* We will administer their government for 
them and statesmen of the Bryan and Bailey 
caliber who are now predicting great calami- 
ties will find that the constitution will not 
be violated, and these great questions will be 
settled in the future to the satisfaction ofall 
concerned. I know of several gentlemen 
who would like to be Speaker of the next 
House, but it will be more than a year before 
that question must be determined, and I do 
not care to discuss that question at this 
time.”’ 


EX-MINISTER MENDONCA 


DRIVEN FROM BRAZIL 
BY POLITICAL FOES. 


He Is Expelled from Office Owing to 
Charges of Corruption and Incapacity 
—Evidently a Victim of a Conspiracy 
—His Daughters in Chicago. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[Special.]— 
Senhor Salvador Mendonca, former Minister . 
to the United States from Brazil, who was 
transferred from Washington to Lisbon, has 
practically been driven out of his own coun- 
try and will return to.the United States and 
possibly become a citizen here. 

He was transferred from Washington, 
which post he had held for many years, at 
the instance of political adversaries in Rio 
de Janeiro. It was supposed this would be 
the end of the conspiracy, but at the recent 
session of the Brazilian Senate a secret vote 
was secured deposing Senhor Mendonca as 
Brazilian Minister to the mother country, 
and he was obliged to leave Lisbon practical- 
ly in disgrace. , 

His enemies alleged that he was largely re- 
sponsible for the negotiation of the reciproc- 
ity treaty with the United States, which they 
claimed worked to the serious detriment of 
Brazil. Finally there were vague charges 
that Mendonca during the last Brazilian 
revolution had purchased and equipped in 
the United States a fleet at an extravagant 
cost, and they intimated that he had profited 
pecuniarily by the operation. — 

It is his intention to return to New York 
and settle down there, as he married an 
American. His friends here in Washington 
insist that he has been shamefully mistreat- 
ed by a vicious political party. He has two 
daughters, who are now visiting relatives in 
Chicago.

WHEN the London Chronicle sees the 
terms offered by the American Peace Com- 
missioners to Spain as to an “‘ open door” 
for the Philippines, it will no doubt hasten to 
withdraw its hysterical talk about a “* closed 
door”’ against Canadian trade with Porto 


Rico. 


‘THERE is a suggestion for the free silver- 
ites in the organization of a ‘ silverware 
trust.” If the price of silverware can be ad- 
vanced by such method why can’t the same 
results be accomplished by organizing “a 
carner”’ on silvercoin?

CULLERTON’S LITTLE GAME. 

‘Alderman Cullerton offered some resolu- 
tions at the Council meeting night before 
last calling attention to the charges made 
that the city has been defrauded in connec- 
tion with the construction of the new water 
tunnels and intercepting sewers, and to the 
charges that “ extensive frauds have been. 
perpetrated in street pavements and _ re- 
pairs by favored contractors under the pres- 
ent‘city administration.” ‘The Alderman 
declared that $174,000 has been expended 
forstreet repairs in an illegal manner. That 


.sum, he stated, had been paid on 345 sep- 


arate vouchers, each drawn for a few cents 
Jess than $500, in order to evade the law, 
which requires ghat all contracts for more 
than $500 shall be let to the highest bidder. 
The Alderman charged that all those vouch- 
ers had been paid without an inspection of 
the work, and the contractor had been al- 
lowed to audit his own bills. 

“The city authorities agree with Alderman. 
Cullerton in alleging that there have been 
frauds in the tunnel work, although that 
work has been carried on under “ the direct 
charge and contro! of engineers and inspect- 
ors employed by. the city.”’” ‘Those authori- 
ties admit their own guilt when they make 
that admission. Had competent, honest in- 
spectors been appointed, instead of ignorant 
or corrupt political pets, there would have 
been no frauds to complain of. And yet, 


while Alderman Cullerton criticises the 


shortcomings of the municipal administra- 
tion, he is opposed to that merit system of 
making appointments which prevents the 
coMmission of frauds. | 
The city authorities do not admit that 


there is anything wrong about that expend- | 


iture for street repairing. It is, however, 
a scandal and a reproach, as THe TRIBUNE 
stated the other day. The money has been 
thrown away. The expenditure has been 
@ piece of rank jobbery for the benefit of a 
pet eontractor. The law about advertising 
for bids has been evaded to enable a pet of 
the administration to make much money 
out of the taxpayers. 

It would be pleasant to believe that Alder- 


man Cullerton is sincerely opposed to out-— 


rageous proceedings of this sort, which he 
did not protest against when he was a mem- 
ber of the Council years ago. But, un- 
happily, there is reason to believe that Al- 
derman Cullerton is not a genuine reformer, 
and that he would not be found attacking 
the administration for its offenses if the 
head of that administration looked with a 
more friendly eye on a greater offense which 
Cullerton and some of his colleagues have 
made up their minds to commit. In other 
words, that Alderman would have nothing 
to say about street repairing contracts if 
the Mayor was ready to sign ordinances giv- 
ing the traction companies fifty-year ex- 
tensions for a shabby trifle of 3 per cent of 
their gross receipts. 

There are degrees in wrongdoing. The 
administration is answerable for wasting 
$174,000 on street repairs and for many 
other profligate expenditures, but Alder- 
man Cullerton wants to see extension or 
dinances passed which will rob the city of 
8 millions of revenue a year to begin with, 
Thus he contemplates a greater offerse than 
any the Mayor has committed, and it is to 
cal] the attention of the public away from 
the iniquitous desigus of himself and his

The Spaniards 
have pettifogged, and quibbled, and hag- 
gled, and temporized since last August, and 
not a single paragraph of the treaty has 
yet been written, It is now approaching 
the first of December and still the Span. 
ish commissioners continue to demur and 
to make wry faces over the liberal offers 
of the United States. They talk about, 
Yankee pigs, but their failure to appreciate 
the leniency of our peace terms shows that 
it is we who are casting pearls before 
swine. All our pearls of liberality Spain 
has thus far trampled under foot. We 
offer: | 

1. To give Spain’ $20,000,000 in gold as an 
honorarium or present in exchange for the gauzy, 


shadowy quitclaim of a title to rule the Filipinos. 
2. To give $5,000,000 additional for the transfer 
of one of the Caroline Islands. oes 
8. Td waive all our claims for damages in Cuba. 
4. To demand nothing for all the cost of the war 


about $350,000,000. 


5. To grant twelve years of free trade with all 


the Philippine Islands. 
6. To exact nothing for half a dozen other priv- 


ileges and benefits. 

7. To require no compensation or even apology 
for the base and perfidious destruction of the Maine 
and its crew. 

Sagasta and his Cabinet turn up their 
insolent noses at all these compensations. 
They want to have the Philippine Islands 
back again in their power, for Spain to 
rob, and plunder, and harass in its old, 
cruel style. Yet if our government should 
adopt the pusillanimous Boston mugwump 


proposition and surrender back the Philip- . 


pines it would not be within the remaining 
power and resources of Spain to reduce 
the 10,000,000 Filipinos to their former sub- 
jection. Spain could never again put them 
down and keep them down. ‘The time 
when Spain could do that is forever past. 
What, then, are the Spanish commission- 
ers haggling and hesitating about? The 
folly and insolence of such an attitude are 
amazing. | 

It may be that Spain will shortly realize 
that its bluff has been called and that to 
prolong its impudent opposition would be 
Certainly Sefor Rios and his fel- 
low-commissieners know, as does also the 
Madrid government, that Spain has not a 
single possible ally or backer among all 
the nations of Europe. Neither is there 
a disinterested power that would support 
Spain’s impudent proposal to saddle the 
so-called Philippine and Cuban debt upon 
those islands or upon the United States. 
Spain stands alone in its folly and insolence 
and even the complacent strength of the 
United States cannot allow it to stand 
in that attitude any longer. 

If the Spanish Peace commission does 
not humbly and thankfully accept the liberal 
American peace terms at today’s session 
in Paris, the United States government 
should promptly recall its commissioners 


and proceed at once to take physical pos- se 


session of Cuba and of the Philippines. 
No more time must be lost before proceed- 
ing to give the inhabitants of these islands 
a good, liberal, free government. Already 


there are rumors of complaints in Cuba 


because of our delay in getting the proper 
authorities into control there. Further 
fooling and wasting of time with the Span- 
ish quibblers will only make our own work 
of reform more difficult. It is time to tell 
Spain that we withdraw all our former 
propositions of peace, and that we have no 
more bonuses or compensation to offer these 
Arabic-Spanish degenerates. 


The city has filed some 
affidavits in its pending 
litigation with a firm of tun- 
nel contractors.

| these affidavits is made by 
a city inspector who states that on several 
occasions the foreman in charge ordered. 
work done against the protests of the in- 
spector, that work, which was unneces- 
sary, being paid for at a high rate by the 
city. The affidavit states also that on one 
occasion one of the contractors got angry at 
his objections and would not let him go 
down into the tunnel for five days, during 
which time there was no inspector on duty. 
This affidavit justifies the’ question whether 
this inspector reported the above facts to 
his superior officers when they occurred. Fie 
should not have kept them to himself, but 
should have let the Commissioner of Public 
Works know at once what was going on. If 
the commissioner was informed what ac- 
tion did he take? Certainly he did not take 
any strong measures., He did not declare the 
contract. forfeited. He did not order the 
contractors to stop work until they were 
ready to allow the presence of inspectors in 
the tunnel. It looks as if the city authori- 
ties will find it a hard job to convince the 
public that they have not been exceedingly 
‘remiss in the performance of their duties. 


THE GOSPEL OF ANARCHISM. 

The Chicago papers of Monday morning 
contained the report of a frothy and sen- 
sational harangue made by the anarchis- 
tic pettifogger and demagogue, Clarence 
Darrow, before the Sunday meeting of the 
Federation of Labor, designed to stir up 
discontent with American institutions in the

minds of alien members of the organiza- * 


tion and stimulate their hostility to the 
courts of the country. No other just in- 
terpretation can be put upon this incendiary 
effort than that—while denouncing’ the 
courts as arrayed in the interest of the 
rich and powerful against the poor and 
the weak—it was the intention of its author 
to champion the right of foreign Anarchists 
o commit crime and invade the rights 
and liberties and destroy the property of 
others in the name of liberty. 

The people whom such demagogic, inceu- 
diary teaching is likely to impress most 
deeply were not invited to this country 
that they might carry out these ideas of 
liberty if it so pleased them; nor would 
it econduce to their benefit, prosperity, or 
happiness if the law and the courts per- 
mitted it—even though they be. classed in 
the category of “ poor men,’ in whose wel- 
fare Mr. Darrow profes such deep in- 
terest. 


Darrow thinks Debs ought not to have 


been restrained by the court from “ hold- 
ing up railway trains conveying the United 
States mails or carrying freight from 
one State to another under the interstate 
commerce laws, as authorized by the con- 
stitution, because it was only a raid of the 
proletariat on the property of merchants 
and railway corporations and the destruc- 


tion of their trains and goods. Is the peace 


and good order of the community not worth 
preserving? Have property-owners no 
rights that may be maintained against the 
incendiary or the “hold up”? Because 2 
man calls himself poor, is that a reason 


| why he should not be amenable to the 


laws? 

Suppose Mr. Darrow’s doctrine in the 
case of Debs & Co. had not been inter- 
fered with by the courts, and that the 
followers of Debs had burned up the Town 
of Pullman, and then destroyed Chicago 
by fire; had sacked the city or destroyed 
the personal property of its citizens; driven 
away or murdered the people who possessed 
capital and furnished employment and 
wages to the workingmen of the city—and 
suppose the courts, acting upon Mr. Dar- 
row’s notion of individual and judicial 
rights, had not raised a finger to restrain 
the work of robbery and destruction—how 
would this have benetited Darrow’s “ pour 
men”? 

An injunction of a court is an ordep for- 
bidding,; under bonds, any man from in- 
vading the rights or molesting the property 
of his neighbor—or committing some act 
of malicious mischief against another per- 
son. Darrow has not named a single act 
or privilege which the Judges forbid a 
poor man to do, for the performance 
of which he has a natural or legal right. 
Yet he raves at any interference by the 
courts for the purpose of preventing the 
perpetration of a crime. Such charlatan- 
ism and demagogy furnish their own refuta- 
tion. 


According to a Paris dis- 
patch France and Italy 
have just entered into a 
treaty granting mutually 
favored conditions as to all 
commercial commodities 
except silk ‘manufactures, 
which remain unchanged.

the peace of the two countries. There may - 


be some significance in the fact that this 
rapprochement has been’ brought about 
during the absence of the German Emperor 
in Palestine, and it may possibly be one of 
the conditions hastening his return to Ber- 
lin. At all events, it has already given rise 
to some speculations regarding its unfavor- 
able effect upon the dreibund alliance. There 
is ground for the suspicion that it will not 
promote the success of Russia's efforts to 
obtain a port on the Red Sea in which, al- 
though aided by France, it was defeated by 
the earlier claims of Italy. This new treaty 
is likely to be an important factor in driving 
England and Germany into closer relation- 
ship with each other, while it will tend to the 
more complete isolation of Russia in a com- 
mercial point of view. The proximity of 
France and Italy geographically gives the 
treaty an important bearing upon the local 
trade of each that it might not otherwise 
possess, 


FOOLISH ST. LOUISANS, 

THe TRIBUNE prints in another column a 
letter written to the New York Sun by a 
St. Louis correspondent in reference to the 
oppesition of that city to the utilization of 
the Chicago drainage channel, That letter 
contains all the. arguments which will be 
urged to induce Congress to enact a law the 
practical effect of which will be to stop work 
on the big ditch and make it impossible for 
Chicago to get rid of any greater quantity 
of sewage than it is now pumping into the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal at Bridgeport. 
A bill embodying the desires of the munici- 
pal authorities of St. Louis is before Con- 
greas now, and the three Representatives 


from that city are going to try to get it- 


through at the short session. 

The contention of the St. Louis health 
officer and water commissioner is that if 
sewage, even though greatly diluted, is sent 
through the drainage channel down the I/ii- 
nois and Mississippi it will not lose its 
poisonous qualities during the journey of 
300 miles. Those two individuals dispute 


the soundness of the accepted theory that | 


running water purifies itself speedily, and 
assert that all disease germs in Chicago 
sewage would be active on reaching St. 
Louis, 300 miles.away, and that many of 
them would be a source of danger at 
Memphis or even at New Orleans. 

The answer to all this is that during the 
last sixty or seventy years the people liv- 
ing along the upper Mississippi, the Mis- 
squri, the Illinois, and their affluents have 
been draining their sewage and that of their 
domestic animals into those three streams 
above the point where St. Louis takes its 
drinking water, The number of persons 
who are engaged now in “ poisoning” the 
drinking water of that city is not less than 
six millions. Among those who help to 
contaminate the drinking water of St. Louis 
are a million and a half Missourians, over 
whom the State Legislature has considera- 
ble control, but that body has not been 
asked to take action in the premises. St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, and other sections of 
Minnesota alone send down to St. Louis 
the sewage of a million and a half people. 
St. Louis does not complain of them. 

On the contrary, that city does what they 
are doing. It runs its sewage off into the 
Mississippi, and thus defiles the drinking 
water of the Illinoisans living on that river 
between St. Louis and Cairo. It empties 
into the river disease germs which, if the 
claims of its health officer are correct, poison 
the inhabitants of Memphis and New Or- 
leans. St. Louis should practice what it 
preaches, and get rid of its sewage in some 
other way than by dumping it into the 
river. 

Some Chicago sewage has gone down the 
Illinois and Mississippi for the last forty 
years, and St. Louis never has complained. 
It has never protested, though other citiés 


have been discharging more sewage into the 
Mississippi than Chicago ever did. Now, | 


however, that Chicago is going to send more. 
sewage, much diluted, down the valley, St. 
Louis raises a cry that its water supply is 
in danger, on the ground that the water 
going down the drainage channel will not 
get rid of its impurities while going a dis- 
tance of 300 miles. If this were the case, 
about all the streams in the world would be 
disease-breeders and the people living on 
their banks who drank their deadly waters 
would bea short-lived race. Few St. Louis- 
ans would drink Mississippi River water 
and live, 

Many years ago Dr. Rauch, once head of 
the Board of Health of this city and after- 
wards of the State, made a number of care- 
ful observations to find how soon the highly 
concentrated sewage pumped into the canal 
at Bridgeport got rid of its impurities. He 
made obsérvations at Joliet and at different 
points twenty or thirty miles apart between 
there and Peoria. The results of his investi- 
gations showed that running water gets rid 
of impurities with wonderful rapidity. His 
observations contradict flatly the theories 
of the St. Louis sciolists. Dr. Rauch con- 
tended that if the Chicago sewage was di- 
luted, as it will be when the drainage chan- 
nel is opened, the process of purification. 
would be much more rapid, and that, 
no matter how much sewage was sent down 
that channel, it could not have any noxious 


qualities left when it got to St. Louis, 300. 


miles away. . 
And, finally, neither Congress‘ nor the 
courts will assume that the theories of Con- 
gressman Bartholdt of St. Louis and of the 
en officer of that city are sound when 
ey contradict all previous experience.

Congress will not say that 300,000 cubie 
feet of pure lake water shall not be poured 
every minute into the drainage channel to 
dilute Chieago sewage under the pretense 
that the sewage, thus diluted, can harm 
far-off St. Louis. Neither Congress nor the 
courts will take any hasty action. They 
wi’l not condemn tbe drainage channel until 
it has been in operation and it is known how 
it works.

It is said to have been semi-officially an- 
nounced in Madrid that the holders of all 
Cuban and Philippine bonds will have to 
look to the nation exercising sovereignty 
over those islands for payment. Though 
one of the Spanish commissioners has with- 
drawn from the negotiations in Paris, he 
and his government know full well that 
Spain will have to accede to the American 
terms. The Spanish government accord- 
ingly appears to be getting ready to re- 
pudiate its bonds. It still professes to think 
the money borrowed from French capitalists 
to put down the Philippine rebellion is a 
legal mortgage on the islands, and there- 
fore that it should be assumed by the “ Yan- 
kee pigs.” 

A glance at the facts about this so-called 
Philippine loan will show beyond dispute 


debt. 
cent war was well begun; so it is not claimed 
even by Spain that a single peseta of this 
$40,000,000 was spent for the benefit or im- 
provement of the islands. The loan was 
authorized by the Spanish Cortes on June 
10, 1898, at G6 per cent. It was redeemable 
in forty years, and for its payment the 
Spanish government pledged, jointly, the 
chief sources of colonial revenue, the cus- 
toms, and the royal Treasury of Spain. 
Even at 6 per cent this loan was floated at 
a discount, actually realizing only $38,570,- 
475, thus showing that the men who bought 
the bonds fully realized the shaky and spec- 
ulative nature of theirinvestment. Every 
dollar of it that was spent upon the Philip- 
pines was spent in trying to crush the re- 
volted natives. The money was spent for 
troops and arms to kill the Filipinos and to

It would be difficult to imagine a more 
impudent claim than this, The debt which 
Spain now wants to repudiate was incurred, 
not by the Filipinos, but by the Madrid 
government. The French bondholders lent 
their money to the Spaniards and not to the 
Filipinos. They have nothing to show that 
they ever expected the Filipinos to pay a 
peseta of the money, principal or interest. 
This sum of $40,000,000 was borrowed by 
Spain for the benefit of Spain, and to 
Spain alone the bondholders must look for 
payment. The loss of the islands in no 


wise frees Spain from its obligations. Itis | 
utterly preposterous to ask the United 


States to assume either this or the Cuban 
debt, as the money was borrowed for the 
injury of the colonies and not for their 
benetit. 

It is an established principle of inter- 
national law that “ where a despotic gov- 
ernment has contracted debts against a na- 
tion attempting to recover its liberties, ob- 
ligations entered into to subjugate the peo- 
ple must be ‘regarded as pertaining to the 
government alone and not as resting upon 
the people.” Why, then, should Spain ask 
its creditors to look to the Filipinos or to 
the United States for payment on their 
bonds? The preposterous impudence of the 
demand is amazing.

Mistakes of Henry Watterson—His Er- 


roneous History of Disputed Election - 


of President Hayes in 1876. 


Mr. Henry Watterson a few days ago nar- 
rated his thirty years’ connection with the 
Louisville Courier as its editor and part 
owner—from 1868 to 1898. He devotes a 
whole page of his paper to this history of 
nearly a third of a century, and his differ- 
ences with the Democratic party and its 
errors of policy and action. Among other 
tunings he heaps vials of wrath on the Repub- 
licans for not surrendering the election of 
1876 to Samuel J. Tilden, but insisting on 
the election of Hayes. 

The present generation has forgotten the 
perils of that contest, which almost resulted 
in civil war.. The Manchester (Vt.) Jour- 
nal supplies a plain, perspicuous narration of 
it, which we advise every reader of THE 
TRIBUNE to peruse, if he has not already or 
has forgotten the facts of the case: 

‘One frequently hears Democrats, and 


sometimes Republicans, remark that Hayes” 


was not fairly elected President in 1876, and 
that Tilden was in some way cheated out of 
the office. It is true that there was a dis- 
pute that year as to the vote in three South- 
ern States, but there is no doubt but that all 


three would have returned a large Repub- 


lican majority but for the violent suppres- 
sion of a large portion of the negro vote, and 
in fact. would have been Republ'can alrnost 
every year since then if the blacks were al- 
lowed their constitutional rights. 

‘But aside from this Hayes was declared 
legally elected by both Houses of Congress, 
after a commission established by Congress 
had examined the facts In the case, which 
makes his title stronger than that of any 
‘ther President. The bill appointing the 
‘ommission was favored by more Democrats 
than Republicans, and the commissioners 
themselves were composed of the best men 
of both parties. In orde to enlighten our 
younger readers w? copy tle following facts 
in the case from a standard work: 

‘** Up to the meeting of Congress the con- 
dition of affairs was thus: The election re- 
turns showed that the Republicans carried 
all the Northern Staies excep: New York, 
Connecticut, New Jecsey, and Indiana, and 
that the Democrats had carried all the 
Southern States except Louisiana, Florida, 
and South Carolina. Owing to lack of faith 
in the Returning boards of tnrese three States 
the result was disputed by the Democrats. 
Owing to a similar lack of faith in the meth- 
ods of the Democrats in those States the 
Republicans were suspicious of their inter- 
ference with the Returning board counts and 
reports. 

‘“** Committees of both parties visited the 
scenes of strife. Whether their presence 
and advice helped a just conclusion has never 
been definitely ascertained. But it did not 
take much investigation to find that the 
vote of South Carolina was Republican, and 
this the Democratic members of the Con- 
gressional. Investigating committee conced- 
ed. This disposed of one et the doubtful 
States. 

‘** The Returning board of Florida gave 
926 Republican majority for the Republican 
Electors. It was cited before the Sunreme 
Court of the State, and a recount vas or- 
dered. This gave 206 Republican majority. 
But before this recount was finished the 
Electors had met and east their votes for the 
Republican nominees. 

‘“‘* The Returning board of Louisiana, ap- 
pointed by tovernor Packard, made up from 
the confuged returns at their command a 
Republican majority of 3,931. The Return- 
ing boar@ appointed by McEnery, who 
claimed to be Governor, made up from the 
same confused election returns a Democratic 
majority of 7,876. 

‘“** The trouble in Oregon was not one of 
popular majority, which was admittedly Re- 
publican, but was over the claim that one of 
the three Electors was a federal officeholder. 
The Democratic Governor of the State there- 
fore certified to two Republican Electors and 
one Democratic (Mr. Cronin). The Secre- 
tary of the State certified to the three Re- 
publican Electors, he being the legal can- 
vassing officer. | 

*** The disputed Electoral count occupied 
almost the entire time of the session. The 
inadequacy of all laws regulating the count 
was painfully manifest. Both parties were 
firm. The situation was such that a false 
step might have led to an outbreak. The 
Republicans claimed that the President of 
the Senate had, under the law, the sole au- 
thority tu open and announce the returns in 
the presence of the two Houses. The Demo- 
crats claimed that the two Houses acting az 
a joint body could control and count under 
the law. Some Democrats went so far as to 
say that the House alone could decide when 
an emergency had arrived in which it was to 
elect a President. 

““* Danger was avoided by the patriotism 
of prominent members of Congress, of both 
parties, who after several conferences 
agreed to report the Electoral commission 
act. It passed and was approved on Jan. 29, 
1877. The Senate vote for it was 47-to 
17. Of the 47, 21 were Republicans and 
26 Democrats. Of the 17, 16 were Repub- 
licans and 1 Democrat. It therefore had an 
almost unanimous Democratic support in the 
Senate. The House was Democratic. It 
passed there by a vote of 191 to 86. The act 
created an Electoral commission, composed 
of five Representatives, five Senators, and 
five Judges of the Supreme Court, fifteen in 
all. Each of these bodies was to select its 
representatives on the commission. To this 
commission were referred the disputed re- 
turns. Its decision was to be final unless 
overruled by both Houses. The decisions of 
the commission on all the disputed returns 
were to the effect that the Electoral vote as 
certified and sent to the President of the Sen- 
ate by the regularly constituted authorities 
in each State must be accepted as conclusive 
and beyond investigation or question by any 
authority outside of that State. 

"A remarkable feature of this contro- 
versy was the fact that the eeionns

Palawan, a Long and Slim Island, 


Says a correspondent: Palawan, the long 
island which lies at the gate of the Kast In:

just now because some of the Europeans con- 
tend that the Spaniards have no title to it, 
Althcugh some 300 miles long, it is narrow. 
At some places it is only five miles between 
the two coasts. It is covered with a mag- 
nificent forest of great value. Like most of 
the Philippines, it has a central mountain 
chain, extending in the direction of its great- 
est length. The only civilized settlement is 
a penal colony at Puerto Princessa, the cap- 
ital, with a military garrison. There is a 
fine harbor, and the town is surrounded by 
a fertile country. Three ‘tribes of natives 
inhabit Palawan. The Moros, who are 
Mohammedans; the Pattacks, who roam in 
the north, and the Tagbanaus, who occupy 
the central portion near the civilized eles 
are said to be an intelligent and 
superior class of Malays. They practice ag- 
riculture so far as necessary, and have 
houses made of bamboo poles and palm 
leaves. But most of their time is spent in 
the forest hunting, fishing, and searching for 
wild honey. Each tribe has a local govern- 
ment, presided over by a petty magistrat 
and the office is hereditary. The affairs o 
each community are directed by a Council of 
Elders, who administer justice according te 
their own ideas. The Spaniards have never 
attempted to civilize them, although a few 
missions have been established by the 
-priests.—Ex.

Rear Admiral Francis M. Bunce, who 1s 
now the ranking Admiral, will be retired 
Dec. 25, this fact being formally announcece 
by the Navy department today. Admiral 
Bunce entered the United States service 
after graduating from the Naval Acadcmy 
in 62 as a midshipman. In ’61 he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant, and was 
commissioned as Executive Officer of tho 
Penobscot when that vessel participated in 
the engagement with the Confederate bat- 
terles at Yorktown, and when it captured 
the Robert Bruce he was placed in com- 
mand of the prize. ) 

Admiral Bunce commanded the expedition 
which successfully attacked Morris Island, 
having been previously promoted to the 
grade of Lieutenant Commander. He was 
in commana of the monitor Monadnock in 
5, and carried it safely from Philadelphia 
to San Francisco, the longest voyage such 
a vessel had made at that time. For this he 
received the thanks of the Navy depart- 
ment. In ‘71 he was made a Commandcr, ir 
3 a Captain, and in ‘95 a full Commodore. 

May 1, 97, Commodore Bunce was placed 
in command of the North Atlantic Squadron, 
succeeding Admiral Sicard, and later in that 
year was made commandant of the New 
York navy yard, and has since served there. 
He was promoted to the grade of Rear Ad- 
miral Feb. 6 of this year. Rear Admiral

Also, the meeting ex- 
pressed a desire for suspension afid expulsion in 
first and second cases respectively of willful viola- 
tion. 
The members met in the library of the Atheletic 
club at 6 o'clock on Monday evening ,ard dinner 
was served half an hour later. - There were pres- 
ent sixty-eight, representing fifty-eight offices. 
After dinner the m<«eting was called to order by 
Charles P.: Whitney, chairman of the Committee 
of Arrangements. Clarence S. Pellet was elected 
chairman. He stated the object of the meeting 
to be the promotion of good fellowship and the 
discussion of matters of interest to local men. 

The remarks were informal, nearly every one 
participating. In the opinion of those present the 
meeting demonstrated that the local agents are 
ready to get together and act as a unit in all im- 
portant matters. The votes taken were informal 
in all cases, being simply the sense of the meeting, 
and in every case were practically unanimous,

The Southeastern Tanff association has raised 
rates in Jacksonville, Fla., 10 per cent, in retalia- 
tion for the tax of $100 imposed upon every fire 
insurance company doing business in the city. It 
is estimated that the fire insurance companies re- 
ceive in premiums from Jacksonville about §100,- 
000 annually, this being divided between fifty 
companies. As the increase of 10 per cent in rates 
is about twice the amount of the tax levied upon 
the companies, property-owners are talking of im- 
posing another tax upon the companies to even up 
things. 


George M. Harvey & Co. were fined $25 yesterday 
by the Investigating committee of the Chicago 
Underwriters’ association. The firm pleaded a 
technical violation of the rules. The offense for 
which it was tried was committed a year anda 
half ago, when commissions were paid to Broker 
Brenizer. The policy was in the Mutual Fire of 
New York, and Brenizer was Mr. Harvey's special 
agent in Iowa. The policy had long since expired, 
W. W. Byington, State agent of the Mutual 
Benefit Life Insurance company for New York, is 
dead at his home in Albany. 


State fire insurance is the latest form of State 
socialism to be tried in the English colonies of 
Australia and New Zealand. 

New York, Nov. 22.—[{Special.]—William Jaret- 
sky, Edmund O'Connor, B. B. Spiess, and R. G.

STRANGE MALADY 
KILLS GRAFTON. 


Meat Inspector Who Died Sun- 


day May HaveSuccumbed!} 
to Lumpy Jaw. 


GERM TEST BEING MADE. 


Think He Caught the Dis- 
ease at Work. 


SUFFERS FOR MANY MONTHS. 


George Graftoh, who died on Sunday at his 
residence, 667 Washington boulevard, and 
whose funeral was held yesterday at St. 
Joseph, Mich., succumbed in all probability 
to the cattle disease, actinomycosis, or 
lumpy jaw. If the test of germ culture be- 
ing made on the growth remoyed since death 
verify the belief, Mr. Grafton's family can 
claim that he lost his life because of the 
vigilance with which he guarded the lives 
of others. ! 

He was a government inspector of cattle 
and meats at the Stock-Yards, and during 
eight years of service had prevented the 
slaughter for food of hundreds of afflicted 
animals. Medical history has recorded about 
150 cases where man has been inoculated 
with the poison, and in every instance the 
Victim has died a death more terrible even 
than that endured by the animals. 

Suffers for Four Months. 

For four months Inspector Grafton suf- 
fered, and the symptoms were those of 
actinomycosis. Of the two doctors who 
chiefly attended him, Dr. E. M. Hill thinks 
that the discase might have been a malig- 
nant growth, while Dr. J. Nevins Hyde in- 
clines to the lumpy jaw theory. They agree 
that the growth may have been complicated 
with the animal ailment. * | 

The afflicted man went to Dr. Hill for 
treatment late in June. At that time a hard 
lump appeared under the jaw. The doctor 
soon realized that the growth would end in 
death. its pobition forbade the use of knife 
or of strong medicines, yet unless checked 
he saw the disease would attack the tis- 
sues of the throat, prevent the reception of 
food, and gradually close the passages tu the 
lungs. 

Mr. Grafton himself, however, had little 
fear for sevcral weeks, until acute pain made 
its appearance. After that he fought grimly 
but hopelessly for life. He consulted many 
specialists, but every treatment failed, and 
two months ago his strength began to [ail. 
Within a short time he was confined to his 


room. 
e Lives on Liquid Food. 

Each day he was obliged to ‘take less 
nourishment, the muscles of his throat re- 
fusing to act. The pain of swallowing be- 
came so intense that liquid foods became his 
entire diet. Then the power of drawing a 
satisfactory breath left him.” 

The agony of death seemed unduly pro- 
longed, and the sufferer during the last 
weeks often expressed the hope that the 
His ‘wish was an- 
swered at 8 o'clock on Sunday morning, and 
the death was peaceful, pain vanishing at 
dawn. 

M:. Grafton was 54 years old, and most of 
his life was spent in Chicago. He lef: a 
widow and a son, Robert. 

As inspector, one of Mr. Grafton’s duties 
a few months ago was to oversee the slaugh- 
tering of diseased cattle. In this duty he 
was exposed most to inoculation. The germs 
may have been received into the system 
three or four years ago, which makes the 
theory of complication plausible. As a ma- 
lignant growth possesses no microbes, while 
actinomycosis does, the test now being made 
under the supervision of Dr. Hill will be 


positive.

The Rev. W. D. T. Bliss Speaks in Wil- 
lard Hall Advocating the Initia- 
tive and Referendum. 


The principles of Christian socialism were 
enunciated from the platform of Willard 
Hall yesterday noon by the Rev. W. D. T.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER.

Fear of seasickness has played a great 
part in determining the Kaiser to abandon 
his project of returning home from the 
Levant by the Bay of Biscay, which just at 
this time of the year is more than usually 
rough and storm-swept. 

Private letters received at Berlin from 
members of the imperial suite give a graphic 
description of the horrors of the trip of the 
Hohenzollern from Venice to Constantinopie, 
the weather having been so bad in the Adri- 


atic that the yacht was forced to seek shelter - 


at Zante. With the exeeption of the Em- 
press, who, although never regarded until 
now as a yachtswoman, was in no way af- 
fected by the motion of 
the people on board were prostrated by sea- 
sickness, the Kaiser himself being among 
those who suffered most. 

Of course any German paper that ventured 
to hint at such a thing about the Kaiser 
would run the risk of prosecution and pun- 
ishment for lese majesty. But the fact re- 
mains the Kaiser was terribly seasick. 

There is nothing astonishing about this, 
however, and nothing to be ashamed of, 
since seasickness is the rule rather than the 
exception among the reigning families of the 
old world, and to such an extent is this the 
case that one would be tempted to believe 
that their possession of yachts is intended 
snore for show and dignity than for pleasure. 

Queen Victoria, for instance, is such a bad 
sailor that the telegraph lines between Wind- 
sor and,Portsmouth have sometimes been 
kept busy for hours and even for days in 
order that she may be assured of having 
entirely smooth weather for her short pas- 
sage across the sheltered Solent. 

I have known the Prince of Wales to be 
entirely prostrated by seasickness while 
crossing from Dover to Calais, where it must 
be admitted that the sea is often exception- 
ally choppy and disagreeable, while it is a 
well-known fact that England's two sallor 
Princes, Alfred, Duke of Edinburg and Co- 
burg, and George, Duke of York, have suf- 
fered severely from this least poetical of all 
muladies whenever they have gone to sea 
after a spell on shore or a long stay in port. 
Prince Henry of Prussia is afflicted in ‘the 
same way. 

The Emperor of Austria still remembers 
with horror the tortures endured by him 
when he crossed the Mediterranean to Alex- 
undria for the purpose of attending the 
opening of the Suez Canal, and King Chris- 
tian of Denmark and King Oscar of Sweden, 
although fond of wearing an Admiral's uni- 
form, are both ill each time they cross the 
channel to visit England, or even when 
making the passage from Copenhagen to 
Stockholm. The same may be said of the 
King of Portugal and of his sailor father 
and predecessor on the throne, as well as 
of, King Humbert, who was quite unable to 


‘control his emotions during the naval ma- 


neuvers that took place on the occasion of 
the Kaiser's last visit to Naples. Humbert 
was, in fact, forced to retire below and to 
leave .to his son and to his nephew the task 
of doing the honors to his imperial guests 
on that occasion. 

Nor are royal Princesses much better sail- 
ors than the male members of their families. 
The Princess of Wales and her daughters 
during their various yachting cruises in the 
Mediterranean never stirred out of port un- 
less the sea was as smooth as glass. 
Duchess of York has a horror of the'sea, and, 
in fact, the only two royal ladies that I 
know who are not only fond of the sea but 
who likewise relish a good squall, which 
seems to have a bracing effect*on their 

perves and spirits, are Queen Christina of 
Spain and the widowed Duchess of Albany, 
to whom Queen Victoria makes a point of 
Jending her yacht for a few weeks every 
summer. 

Apropos of Queen Victoria, few people are 
aware of the fact that she is able to write 
quite as well with her left hand as with her 
right, an advantage for which she is in- 
debted to her clever but unpopular mother, 
the Duchess of Kent, who held unusual and 
yet eminently sensible views on the subject 
of education. Queen Victoria is, I imagine, 
the only monarch who may be thus said to 
possess the gift of ambidexterity. 

There are few Americans who have made 
the acquaintance of the Prince of Wales who 
do not Know General Sir Arthur Ellis, now 
about to terminate his connection with the 
Prince’s household after having been in at- 
tendance upon his future King as equerry 
for well-nigh forty years. 

At the close of the present month hé will 
fake his leave of the Prince.and enter upon 
his new duties as Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
House of Lords, a post which possesses the 
treble advantage of furnishing its holder 
with a comfortable and stately official resi- 
dence within the precincts of the Palace of 
Westminster, carries with it handsome pay, 
and entails little or no work to speak of. 

While the Prince will no doubt regret the 
departure of Arthur Ellis, who, through his 
knowledge of German and of the intricacies 
of court life on the continent, has been valu- 
able to him, it is certain that there are others 
who will be glad to see Ellis go. Of all the 
people in attendance upon the Prince, he has 
been without exception the least popular, 
possibly because he has precisely been the 
least disinterested of all the Prince’s fol- 
lowers. 

No one was more jealous than he of Sir 
Francis Knollys and of the other gentlemen 
of the Prince. In fact, he seemed to be afraid 
always lest any one should obtain from or 
through the Prince advantages which might 
otherwise have fallen to hisownshare. Yet 
there was no need for this jealousy, since it 
is perfectly certain that there has been no 
member of the British court in recent years 
who has been able to secure such a large 
quantity of good things of one kind and 
another for himself and for his kinsfolk as. 
this General Arthur Ellis. 

He saw some active service when a young 

man, but the greater part of his life has 
-been spent in attendance on the Prince, and 
he may be said to have won his various steps 
of promotion in the army from Lieutenant 
up to General not on the field but in the 
ante-chambers of royalty. 

The unkindest thing I ever heard said 
about Sir Arthur Ellis, relating to his anx- 
iety to prevent everybody from obtaining 
access to the Prince except through his in- 
tervention, was when he was described as 
yearning to be “the sole and only spout of 

“the fountain of England's honor '’—the foun- 
tain of honor being a figure of.speech com- 
monly used in England to denote the fact 
tnat all honors and dignities are obtained 
from royalty. 

The Countess of Meath, who hasjust given 
the sum of $50,000 towards the establishment 
of a home for workhouse girls in Dublin, 
where they are to be qualified and instructed 
with a view to domestié service, is well 
known in the United States not only asa 
frequent visitor to this country but like- 
wise in connection with the numerous good 
works of one kind and another which she 
has organized and promoted on both. sides 
of the Atlantic. 

Among these are the Young Men's Friendly 
society and the Girls’ Friendly society, each 
of which has a membership of over 50,000; 
the Ministering Children’s league, ‘with its 


. membership of 500,000, pedged to do at least 


one act of kindness a day, and scores of 
other similar movements, on the subject of 
which the Countess has délivered a number 
of public addresses in this country. 

The Earl of Meath is the head of the great 
Irish house of Brabazon and the owner of 
that lovely country seat Kilcuddery in Ire- 
land, whence Sir Walter Scott, a frequent 
visitor, took. the idea of his well-known 
ajovel, Saint Ronan’s Well.” .

JENKINS ON THE STAND. 


TESTIFIES IN COURT AGAINST EX- 
GRAIN INSPECTOR ANDREWS. 


Declares He Simply Obeyed Instruc- 
tions of His Superior While Acting 
as Secretary of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission — Hits at 
Thomas Gahan—Case Will Go to the 
Jury This Morning and Other 
Charges Will Be Taken Up. 


» Benjamin F. Jenkins gave some damaging 
testimony. against former members of the 
Railroad and Warehouse commission uncer 
Altgeld yesterday. 

In the course of his testimony at the trial 
of himself and ex-Grain Inspector Dwight 
W. Andrews for larceny, Jenkins said An- 
drews ordered him‘to make out a check for 
$16L payable to W. S. Cantrell, President of 
the commission, to credit Andrews’ account 
with $30, and to charge the whole to the ex- 
pense of a junketing trip, thereby raising 
the price of the junket from $199.40 to $398.85. 

When the bill for the tour of inspection 
came before the commission at Springfield 
for auditing Jenkins testified that it was the 
late candidate for County Treasurer, Thom- 
as Gahan, who put his official **O. K.’" on 
the voucher for nearly $400. 

Andrews did not take the stand in his own 
defense and a witness or two who testified 
‘to his good charactcr was about all that was 
offered to save the ex-Grain Inspector. 

The evidence was all heard yesterday and 
two arguments made. Assistant State’s 
Attorney McEwen made the opening argu- 
ment for the prosecution and Attorney Co- 
burn closed in behalf of Jenkins. 

Jenkins took the stand in the forenoon. 
He told the story of the trip which W. 8. 
Cantrell, J. W. Yantes, and Dwight W. An- 
drews took to Florida and Savannah on @ 
**tour of inspection.’’ 

‘* Some time in December, 1896,’’ said Jen- 
kins, *‘a long bill came to me relating to 
that trip. Its total was $199.40. Andrews 
directed mre to make out:a check to fhe IIli- 
nois Central railroad company to y the 
bill, which was for supplies forthetrip. I 
made out the check as he ordered.”’ 

‘* Was that voucher then inthe same order 
that itis today?’’ asked Attorney Coburn. 

** said Jenkins. ‘* After the messen- 
ger took the original bill, the check for 
$199.40, and the voucher to the Illinois Cen- 
tral people, he bought back the voucher. A 
few days afterward Andrews came to me 
and asked me to make out checks for $161, 
payable to W. S. Cantrell, and for $8, paya- 


ble to J. W. Yanptes, who was secretary of 


the commission. Then he instructed me to 
add $199.45 to the original Illinois Central 
voucher, and not to make out any check 
for the remaining $30. I followed his in- 
structions. 

The prosecution seemed inclined to deal 
leniently with Jenkins, who was‘hardly men- 
tioned in the argument of Mr. McEwen. The 
case will go to the jury this forenoon and 
one of the thirty other cases will probably 
be begun in the afternoon. 


TANNER IS DENOUNCED 
AND PRAISED AT THE 
SUNSET CLUB DINNER. 


Arraigned by Representatives of Mine 
Owners on Accocunt of the Virden 


Strike and Upheld by Spokesmen for | 


Laborers. 


Governor Tanner was bitterly assailed and 
and warmly defended at the Sunset club din- 
ner at the Palmer House last night. He 
was called a demagogue and an Anarchist, 
and the pretector of the workingman. 

Thomas C. Loucks, President of the Chi- 
cago-Virden Cval company, told the mem- 
bers of the club that the Virden miners 
coulda earn-as high as $8 a day. He said 
the strike was caused, not by reduction in 
wages, but because of the refusal of the 
company to raise its scale to correspond 
to that of some of its competitors. 

George F. Schilling, secretary of the State 
Bureau of Labor under John P..Altgeld, de- 
clared that in some years of experience he 
had not been able to find the average of mine 
laborers’ wages above $laday. He said of 
Governor Tanner that he believed him justi- 
fied in all the steps he took in:the Virden 
mutter, and glorified him as a man able to 
rise to mect an extraordinary situation. 

J. W. liyner, an attorney, referring witn 
marked explicitness to the Governor, ut- 
tered the sentence: ‘“‘Governor Tanner, by 
his admission of lawlessness, is a greater 
enemy to the social fabric than the mis- 
guided Anarchists of the Haymarket riot.” 
Joseph David, in the same vein, said: 

*“*I believe Tanner's act to be anarchistic. 
He is a demagogue. A man who will sign 
away the rights of 1,000,000 workingmen 
in Chicago is not able to defend labor with 
sincerity. He was playing politics to divert 
the laboring man from the iniquitous legis- 
lation for which he has stood sponsor.” * 

The members of the club did not attempt 
to reach a decision from the basis of the op- 
posing assertions they heard. They listened, 
and in some instances probably marveled. 
It was the intention to hear two set speeches, 
representing the two sides interested in the 
Virden strike. Mr. Schilling spoke for the 
miners, but Attorney William Brown, coun- 
sel for the Chicago and Alton railroad, to 
whom was assigned the answering speech, 
did not come. President Loucks, with sev-. 
eral volanteer aids, filled the breach in the 
program. | 

Secretary Henry L. Smith of the club pre- 
sided, and he introduced Mr. Schilling as the 
first speaker. The former secretary of the 
Altgeld Labor bureau reviewed the history 
of the strike. He said that while the Pana 
operators refused to have a part in the min- 
ers: conference in Chicago last winter the 
Virden operators were represented. Both 
companies, he said, refused to pay the scale | 
adopted at that conference, the visit of the 
State Board of Arbitrationbeing ineffectual. 

He attacked with vigor the ethics of the 
move of the Chicago-Virden Coal company 
in trying to import negro labor from the 
South. He said the negroes were not told 
of the existence of the strike, but were in- 
formed that labor was in high demand in 
Illinois, and that they could earn from $4 to 
$5 a day. 

Latér in the evening, when he defended his 
address from the attacks that had been made 
upon it, he said there were hundreds of thou- 
sands of men in the country who would 
rather die fighting for their jobs than to see 
their families starve before their eyes, and 
that if erhployers of labor refused to recog- 
nize in their business any moral law the cnd 
would be riot and crime. 

Attorney Hyner responded to Secretary 
Smith’s invitation for the presentation of 
the other side as far as it concerned law. 
He was followed by H. R. Rathbone, who 
upheld Governor Tanner in moderation, say- 
ing he believed there were exceptional cases 
where the State should have not only the 
power to compel peace but settlement. The 
power, he said, should be rarely used, but 
should exist under the laws of the State. 
He favored compulsory arbitration. 

Attorney Joseph David retorted that com- 
pulsory arbitration was not arbitration, but 
coercion. In this view D. J. Keefe of the 
State Board of Arbitration coincided, but 
said there should be statutes compelling 
both parties to agr@e to a decision once they 
volunteered to accept arbitration. 

Captain Foreman and Captain Quincy, 
both of the First Illinois Cavalry, described 
the part the soldiers had in the strike. 


EFFECT OF OPEN DOOR POLICY. 


German Merchant Declares It Would 
Allay Prejudice Which Exists in 


Europe Against This Country. 


Paul Lebment, a large merchant of Kiel, 
Germany, who is registered at the Victoria, 
says if the United States maintains perma- 
nently an “ open door’”’ policy in the Phil- 
ippines it will do much to counteract the 
prejudice entertained in many parts of Eu- 
rope against this country growing out of the 
war with Spain. 

** Much of this prejudice,"’ he added, ** does 
not come from any special hostility against 
this country, but from a feeling of sympathy 
tor Spain as the under dog in afight. Many 
people think the United States grasping and 
selfish in its dealing with Spain, and the an- 
nouncement of an ‘ open door ’ policy will do 

much to change this feeling. But I am not

$1,100 IN BOLD MANNER. 


Grab Rundles of [Toney from Stamp 
Window While the Clerk’s Back Is 
Turned and Escape During Excite- 
ment—Four Women Suspected. 


Cleveland, O., Nov. 22.—[Special.J—At 9 
o’clock this morning a boy 13 years old 
stepped to the stamp window presided over 
by Miss Mary Berry, handed her a package, 
and wished to know how much postage it 
would take to carry it. She turned to speak 
to Superintendent of Mails Schutt. He was 
not at his-customary place and Miss Berry 
went into the office of Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Mails Sherman: When she re- 
turned she noticed that eleven packages con- 
taining $100 each which she had left on the 
inside of the stamp window were gone. 
Miss Berry was greatly excited. She man- 
aged to tell the boy what the postage on the 
package would be and he placed the neces- 
sary postage on his package and disap- 
peared. Miss Berry immediately gave the 
alarm.
